The  birth  rate  in  Nor  rant  on  for  1951  would  appear  to  be  conforming 
to  the  same  pattern  as  did  the  pro-war  ones  of  1933  and  1939  since  the 
comparable  gross  figures  for  the  two  years  in  question  mere  301  and  311 
respectively,  and  this  year  the  figure  is  305#  In  view  of  the  abnormal 
conditions  prevailing  during  the.,  war , '  it  was  to  be  expected  that  the 
birth  rate  would  show  a  rise  and  this,  in  effect,  is  what  did  happen. 

A  peak  was  reached  in  1944  when  there  was  a  total  of  429  births  in 
Nornanton,  but  since  then  there  has  been  a  tailing;  'off,  till  wo  now 
stand  at  305  births  for  195,1.  ITormanton  is  not  alone  in  this  respect 
and  the  same  trend  is  going  on  all  over  the  country.  The  improved 

standards  of  livinw  .which  wore  initiated  durinm  the  war  have  been  maint- 

■.  *  '  ■'  *  ■  *  ,  ■— 

mined  and  consolidated  during  the  years  Immediately  following,  and  in 
this  respect  the  post-war  child  is  in  a  much  more  fortunate  position  than 
his  predecessor  of  13  years  ago  in  regard  to  his  physical  growth,  since 
the  family  unit  of  today  is  essentially  a  planned  one  and  families  of 
two  or  throe  are  the  rule.  Our  policy  dictates  that  the  infant  mortality 
rate  should  be  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum  and. needless  to  say,  medical 
practice  and.  nodical  science  is  working  assiduously  towards  this  end.

The  death  rates  of  all  infants  under  one  year  of  age  and  of 
mothers  during  the  year  under  review  are  noteworthy  for  the  following 
reasons. 

(a)  The  number  of  still  births  during  1951  is  three  less  than 
for  1950,  the  Nornanton  rate  per  1,000  home  population  being 
almost  the  same  as  for  England  and  ""ales,  i.e.  0.37  N or  mart on , 
0.36  England  and  ""ales. 

(b)  The  number  of  Neo-Natal  deaths  (i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under 
four  weeks  of  age)  is  exactly  the  same  as  for  1950.  The  rate 
ner  1,000  live  births  is  33*55  for  1951  as  against  31.4  for  1950. 

(0)  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  up  to  one  year  of  age  is 
one  higher  than  for  1950.  The  rate  per  1,000  live  births 
for  Nornanton  is  40.26,  and  for  England  and  rales  29*6. 

(c)  There  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in  Nornanton  during  1951. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age 
numbered  two  in  1951  as  against  none  in  1950,  giving  a  rate  of 
6.71  per  1,000  live  births  for  Nornanton  as  against  1.4  for 
England  and  r’ales. 


A  comparison  with  previous  Infant  and  Maternal  Death  Rates  for 
Nornanton  has  revealed  two  most  interesting  features  which  it  is  felt 
ought  to  be  brought  to  your  notice.  Up  to  quite  recent  times,  the 
treatment  noted  out  to  the  unmarried  mother  was  unjustifiably  harsh 
and  not  infrequently  the  innocent  child  had  to  suffer  for  the  sins 
ci  the  parents.  Because  of  the  stern  code  which  functioned  against 
those  who  transgressed  the  accepted  order  of  things,  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  the  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  was,  even 
within  livirw  memory,  on  the  high  side  but,  living  as  we  do  in  an 
enlightened  age,  fostered  by  a  kindlier  spirit  which,  whilst  not 
encouraging  illegitimacy,  yet  treats  the  mother  with  kindness  and

impartiality,  this  state  of  affairs  has  virtually  ceased  to  exist. 

It  is  of  considerable  interest  to  note  in  this  connection  that  for 
the  last  five  years  there  has  not  been  a  single  death  of  an  illegit¬ 
imate  infant  under  ono  year  of  age  in  Normanton  and  this  is  a  matter 
concerning  which  me  might  very  well  congratulate  ourselves. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  Normanton  has  been  a  "Nil”  one 
for  the  last  three  years,  and  only  three  timos  over  a  period  of 
thirteen  years  has  it  been  necessary  to  record  maternal  deaths. 

This  indeed  reflects  most  creditably  on  the  care  and  supervision 
exercised  over  the  well-being  of  the  expectant  mothers  of  Normanton 
by  doctors,  mid wives  etc.  One  cannot,  however,  be  quite  so  happy 
concerning  the  Diarrhoeal  Death  Rate  of  infants  under  two  years  of 
age  for  1951?  the  number  of  deaths  being  two.  During  the  last  ten 

years,  this  death  rate  has,  on  the  whole  in  Normanton,  been  kept  -" . 

within  satisfactory  limits  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  even  two 
deaths  can  give  a  rate  which  seems  preposterously  high.  Compared 
in  terms  with  the  Registrar  General *s  statistics,  this  means  that 
our  rate  per  1,000  live  births  for  1951  is  almost  five  times  higher 
than  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  Any  onslaught  tc 
combat  this  death  rate  demands  that  emphasis  must  be  placed  on  two 
factors.!.,  the  one.. calls  for  meticulous  care  in  the  selection' and 
making  up  of  food  intended  ^f or  infant  consumption.,  and  the  other 
has  to  do  with  upper  respiratory  infections  so  prevalent  in  this 
area  during  the  winter  and  spring.  It  is  common  .knowledge  that 
breast  fed  infants  are. invariably- healthier  than  artificially  "fed 
ones  and  in  addition,  owing  to  the  exceptional  purity  of  breast  milk, 
it  is  unusual  for  a  breast,  fed  infant  to  contract  this  form  of 
Diarrhoea.  A  very  vivid  imagination  is  not  required  to  appreciate 
that  the. strictest  care  must  be  exercised  in  the  preparation,' handling 
and  administration  of  artificial  baby  feeds  if  infection  is  to  be 
prevented. ,  and  the.  infant  crockery,  •  quite  apart  -  from  being' "subjected 
to  the  most  thorough  washing  with  soap  and.  water,  . followed  by  effective 
sterilisation,  should  studiously  bo  kept  under  cover  when  not  in  use, 
to  avoid  contamination  by  the  dirty-feoding  ubiquitous  house  fly  which 
breeds  in  filth.  .  I1  Dummies”  too,  are  a  positive  menace  in  this  direction 
for,  as  their  very  name  indicates,  they  serve  a  function  which  constantly 
exposes  them  to  .  inf  action  y..  at  one  time  they  are  being  vigorously  sucked 
by  the  infant  after  being  coated  with  some  succulent  11 1  as  tv  bit”  ,  and 
at  another  are  .hanging  by. the  child » s  side  or  lying  on  the  ground  or 
floor  amongst  all  sorts  of  filth,  dirt  and.  dust. 

When  the  infant  is  weaned,  then  cow* s  milk  cones  into  its  own, 
and  the  milk  should  .certainly  be  boiled  or  pasteurised. ' 


There  have  been  no  deaths  from  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough,  from 
Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  from  Conobro-spinal  Fever  or  Poliomyelitis, 
from  Smallpox,  nor  from  Typhoid ,  but  the  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  remains 
much  the  same.  This  disease,  although  its  incidence  and  death  rate 
are  considerably  reduced  from  days  gone  by,  still  remains  a  challenge 
tc  environmental  medicine,  and  one  which,  owing  to  the  multiplicity  of 
factors  involved  in  its  control,  will  undoubtedly  remain  so  for  quite 
a  number  of  years  to  como.

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The  general  death  rate  has  risen  perceptibly  since  my  previous 
report,  and  the  worst  offender  in  this  direction  is  Bronchitis  which 
was  responsible,  for  seventeen  more  deaths  in  1951  than  in  195©  >  whilst 
deaths  from  Malignant  Growths,  Heart  Diseases  and  Coronary  Thrombosis 
are  also  appreciably  higher.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  additional  nourishment  in  the  form  of 
milk  was  being  supplied  to  21  Nor  riant  on  residents  who  mere  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis:,  and  during  the  year  this  w as  granted  to  27  new  cases,  whilst 
it  mas  discontinued  in  d  cases,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year,  40  tuber¬ 
culous  persons  receiving  froe  milk. 

In  view'  of  the  growing  popularity  of  mass  radiography,  as  well  as  the 
valuable  opportunities  it  affords  in  facilitating  the  early  diagnosis  of 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  which  otherwise  mould,  for  the  tine  being,  pass 
unnoticed  until  the  condition  became  really  well  established,  I  have  been 
endeavouring:  to  arrange  for  a  tour  of  the  unit  in  Formant  on.  In  view  of 
the  many  commitments  which  this  service  at  the  present  moment  has  to  fulfil, 
it  has  been  found  impossible  to  arrange  for  such  a  survey  to  take,  place  even 
in  the  near  future,  but  I  am  hopeful  of  eventually  attracting  this  Unit  to 
Formant on. 

It  mill  be  recalled  that  during  recent  years  a  vaccine  for  administ¬ 
ration  to  infant  and  juvenile  contacts  of  tuberculosis  has  been  employed 
to  an  increasing  extent  in  Formant on.  During  1951  fifteen  such  cases  were 

vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  by  moans  of  this  vaccine  and  it  is  hoped  in 
this  way  to  afford  child  contacts  a  definite  measure  of  nrotection  from 
tuberculosis . 

Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  get  going  a  Tuberculosis  After- 
Care  Committee  whose  function  would  be  to  provide  those  little  extras  which 
even  modern  social  legislation  has  been  unable  to  furnish.  These  efforts 
have  so  far  been  unsuccessful  but  I  am  hopeful  that  in  my  next  report  I 
shall  have  been  more  successful  and  can  report  real  progress  in  this 
direction. 


The  relationship  which  has  existed  between  your  medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  Chest  physicians  has  been  most  cordial  and  as  a  result  of 

cont  *d . 
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this  close  liaison,  my  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  tuberculous  patients,  both 
from  the  sanitary  aspect  and  in  regard  to  the  necessity  which  exists  of 
segregating  infections  home  cases  by  means  of  re-housing,  has  enabled  me  to 
help  those  poor  unfortunates  quite  considerably.  The  Housing  Committee 
of  this  Authority  has  given  serious  and  sympathetic  consideration  to  every 
case  I  have  brought  to  its  notice  and  not  a  fev  of  these  canes  are  either 
now  re-housed  or  are  in  the  process  of  being  re-housed*

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  on  the  decline  in  Dormant on  for  a  number  of 
years  now,  although  the  total  notifications  are  rather  higher  for  1951 
than  for  the  previous  year.  The  mildness  of  tho  disease  which  prevails 
at  present  should,  however,  not  delude  us  into  thinking  it  to  be  one  of 
no  moment  because  history  has  more  than  once  taught  us  that  at  any  time, 
for  no  apparent  reason,  tho  toxicity  of  the  causative  organisms  may  be 
stepped  up,  and  Scarlet  Fever  become  once  again  a  power  to  be  reckoned  with. 


Measles  appeared  in  epidemic  form  during  the  year,  but  the  incidence 
of  Whooping  Cough  was  of  quite  low  proportions.  It  is  unfortunate  in  both 

these  diseases  that  the  most  infectious  period  is  just  before  the  rash  or 
whoop  appears,  and  this  makes  it  absolutely  imperative  in  schools,  especially 
among  the  younger  members  of  the  community,  to  ensure  that  during  an 
epidemic  of  either,  tho  teacher  should,  at  the  first  sign  of  a  cough  or 
cold  etc.,  exclude  such  children  from  school. 


Once  again,  we  have  had  a  clear  year  without  a  single  positive 
notification  of  Diphtheria  and  our  last  notification  was  in  August,  1949. 
If  this  record  is  to  continue,  it  is  imperative  that  our  immunisation 
programme  be  continued  as  actively  as  before,  and  any  apathy  displayed  by 
parents  towards  immunisation  instantly  and  firmly  combatted,  otherwise  the 
general  acquired  immunity  of  tho  population  will  tend  to  diminish  in  all 
likelihood,  with  a  resultant  Diphtheria  outbreak. 

It  is  pleasing  to  bo  able  to  report  that  Poliomyelitis  has  not 
yielded  a  single  case  during  the  year.

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LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES . 

Whilst  it  would  be  manifestly  impossible  to  comment  in  full 
detail  on  all  the  County  Council  services  carried  out  in  Dormant on, 
it  might  be  appropriate  to  single  out  certain  noteworthy  features 
for  further  elaboration. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  pilot  Breast -feed  ing/lTltra 
Violet  Light  clinic  which  had  operated  in  Castleford  since  the 
1st  October,  1949,  and  also  stated  that  in  my  next  report  I  hoped 
to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  a  clinic  of  this  nature  would  be  in 
operation  in  Normsnton.  On  the  12th  June,  1951,  after  the  park 
Pavilion  had  been  wired  for  electricity,  my  hopes  in  this  direction 
.were  fulfilled  and  sessions  of  the  pornanton  Breast-feeding  Clinic 
have  been  held  there  ever  *sinco. 


The  percentage  of  mothers  in  this  area,  as  in  many  others,  who 
breast  fed  their  infants  successfully  for  the  first  six  months  or 
so  has,  over  the  passage  of  years,  been  most  noticeably  on  the 
decline,  and  this  clinic  is  a  realistic  attempt  to  prov5.de  just 
that  additional  incentive  which  it  is  confidently  expected  will 
in  time  orevail  upon  mothers  who  can  do  so,  to  revert  to  nature’s 
method  of  satisfying  the  infant’s  nutritional  wants.  In  view  of 
the  lack  of  natural  sunlight  during  the  Ion'-  winter  months  of  the 
year,  experience  has  proved  conclusively  that  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  do  dor5.ve  considerable  benefit  of  a  toning -up  nature,  from

conjunction  with  the  teaching  in  breast  feeding.  As  a  result  of

teaching  given  at  this  clinic,  the  attitude  of  the  domiciliary 
nid wives  in  general  in  their  district  has  undergone  a  distinct 
change  in  favour  of  -  natural  feeding  as  against  artificial  feeding, 
and  they  are  endeavouring  in  their  daily  routine,  and  with  fresh 
assurance,  to  persuade  their  patients,  so  far  as  is  practicably 
possible,  to  prolong  breast  feeding  for  as  long  a  period  as  possible, 
within  the  prescribed  limits.  Details  of  the  attendances  and 
results  obtained  at  this  clinic  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  13. 


Another  new  venture  of  the  year  in  Dormant on  was  the  opening  of 
a  Relaxation  Exercises  Clinic  on  the  10th  September,  1951.  This 
clinic  is  supervised,  by  nidwives  specially  trained  for  the  job,  and 
its  function  is  to  teach  expectant  mothers  how  to  make  the  best  use 
their  abdominal  and  pelvic  muscles.  A  brief  note  on  this  clinic 
ppears  on  page  14.

must  play  during  pregnancy.

Owing  to  the  short  time  which  these  classes  have  been  in  operation, 
it  would  be  impossible  to  formulate  any  definite  conclusions  as  to  their 
success,  but  generally  speaking,  it  can  be  said  that  all  these  who  attended 
the  classes  and  were  delivered  at  home .had .normal  deliveries  and  short, 
fairly  easy  labours.

MENTAL  HEALTH  OCCUPATION  CENTRE . 

The  Mental  Health  occupation  Centre,  opened  in  Castleford  to  cater 
for  the  needs  of  Nornanton  and  of  surrounding  divisions,  has  had  a  most 
successful  year,  and  the  average  weekly  attendance  at  this  Centre  was  in 
the  region  of  153#  From  mast  experience,  it  has  been  found  that  the 
most  popular  subjects  are  country  dancing,  music,  movement  and  handwork, 
but  undue  emphasis  is  not  placed  on  any  one  subject.  Handwork,  of  which 
neatness  is  the  keynote,  has  shown  a  narked  improvement,  and  on  more  than 
one  occasion  parents  have  expressed  surprise  that  their  children  were 
capable  of  executing .movements  and  exercises  of  this  nature. 


As  it  was  thought  desirable  to  have  some  measure  of  control  over 
the  physical  condition  of  these  children,  medical  examinations  were 
instituted  in  May,  and  from  the  parents*  point  of  viovj,  proved  a  most 
popular  feature.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  as  a  result 
of  the  persistent  and  painstaking  efforts  on  the  part  of  my  nursing 
staff,  the  number  of  head  infestations  has  been  reduced  during  the  year. 


On  the  28th  June,  the  annual  school  outing,  made  possible  by  the 
financial  generosity  of  the  County  Council,  took  the  form  of  a  *bus  trip 
to  K.naresborough  and  as  the  weather  was  fine  it  was  much  appreciated  by 
the  children.  Their  behaviour  at  this  outing  was  particularly  good. 

As  it  was  impossible  for  all  the  children  to  go  on  this  trip,  a  later 
half-day  trip  was  arranged  for  July  19th,  when  a  most  enjoyable  outing 
took  place  to  Temple  News  am  to  see  the  flowers  and  gardens.  Later  on 
in  the  year,  the  county  council  made  a  further  contribution  towards 
the  Christmas  party  and  this,  augmented  by  toys  from  the  Yorkshire  Post 
Fund,  gladdened  the  hearts  of  many  of  these  children.  previous • 
experience  proved  the  worth  of  holding  parents*  days,  when  it  was  found 
possible  to  clear  up  with  the  mothers  various  points  as  regards  the 


welfare  of  their  children 


and 


in  addition,  the  parents  appreciated 


the  opportunities  afforded  them  of  getting  to  know  what  their  children 
were  being  taught  to  do.  It  is  being  realised  more  and  more  by  these 
parents  that  the  County  Council  have  the  welfare  of  their  loved  ones 
at  heart,  and  this  realisation  has  acted  as  a .  spur  in  intensifying 
their  co-operation  with  us. 


Broadly  speaking,  there  has  been  an  all-round  improvement  in 
the  general  behaviour  of  the  children  and.  the  establishment  of  more 
pronounced  cleanly  habits  has  been  a  most  noticeable  feature.  .  prior 
to  their  admission  to  the  Occupation  Contre,  these  children,  of 
necessity,  lived  in  a  world  comprised  almost  solely  of  themselves 
and  their ' family,  but  since  their  attendance  at  the  Centre,  whore

thoir  contacts  are  on  a  much  victor  scale,  they  have  made  considerable 
forward  strides  socially,  and  the  graduated  teaching  which  they  receive 
has  established  a  noticeable  all-round  improvement  in  their  self- 
confidence. 

It  is  a  real  joy  to  natch,  the  improvement  made  by  individual 
children  as  a  result  of  their  attendance  at  the  Centre,  and  to  those 
sceptics  vj ho  maintain  that  these  Centres  can  do  little  or  nothing 
to  effect  any  material  improvement  in  the  condition  of  those  children, 

I  would  again  issue  an  invitation  to  come  along  and  sec  for  themselves 
what  can  be,  and  is  being,  done* 


CONCLUSION. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  once  more  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  I  havo  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  thank  my  colleagues  in  other  departments 
for  their  assistance.

There  have  not  been  any  major  changes  in  legislation  ■  • 
during  the  year  and  good  progress  generally  has  been  made. 
Housing  repairs  and  their  execution  still  account  for  the 
major  portion  of  the  staff1 s  time,  although  gradual  improvement 
has  been  made  in  food  premises  and  food  handling. 

Salvage  has  brought  in  a  record  revenue  for  all  times.

All  closets  capable  of  conversion  to  water  closets 
and  of  connection  to  sewers  have  been  dealt  with.  The  Council 
make  a  free  service  emptying  the  chemical  closets  and 
replenishing  them  with  a  charge  of  chemical. 

Cesspools  and  street  gullies  have  been  emptied 
regularly  since  the  Council  acquired  a  new  Harrier  "Yorkshire71 
combined  gully  and  cesspool  emptying  machine.  The  work  done 
by  this  machine  is  appreciated  by  the  public  and  they  have 
made  many  comments  on  its  smart  appearance. 


SAFITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Summary  of  complaints  received . 

1048  complaints  were  received  of  many  types  varying 
from  normal  housing  complaints  to  complaints  by  quarrelsome 
neighbours.  There  were  25  outstanding  from  1950  making  a 
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total  of  1073  to  bo  dealt  with.  In  connection  with  this  work 
3719  visits  vrere  made  to  some  616  properties.  On  average 
6  visits  were  made  to  each  complaint  to  obtain  abatement. 


342  Informs!  Notices  wore  served.  In  several  cases 
the  Informal  Notices  were  not  complied  with  and  these  wore' 
reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee.  As  a  result  of  this 
action  226  Statutory  Notices  were  served.  Of  these  213  were 
complied  with  leaving  13  outstanding  at  the  year  end. 

Pour  Statutory  Notices  were  not  complied  with  after 
some  time  had  expired  end  Court  Action  was  taken.  Three 
cases  wore  proven  and  Nuisance  Orders  obtained  with  costs  for 
the  Council.  The  remaining  case  was  completed  between  the 
time  the  information  was  laid  and  the  date  of  hearing  and  was 
withdrawn.  38  Statutory  Notices  were  completed,  in  default  by 
the  Council. 


3uil ding  materials  have  not  improved  in  supply  and 
costs  continue  to  rise  though  rents  remain  constant.  This 
makes  it  more  and  more  difficult  for  landlords  to  pay  for  works 
required  by  notice.  Major  works  arc  almost  out  of  the 
.question  except  in  very  bad  cases.  I  mentioned  in  my  last 
ycarTs  report  this  difficult  position  and. received  some  adverse 
criticism  but  still  maintain  that  the  whole  matter  requires 
reviewing.  It  is  felt  that  seme  permitted  increase  should  be 
made  in  controlled  rents  but  only  on  certificate  by  the  local 
Authority  where  houses  arc  mad. o  fit.  V  Obviously  an  all  round 
increase  in  rents  as  given  previously  doos  not  ensure  that  the 
worst  type  of  landlord  '-p.il  put  this  extra  money  back  into  his 
property. 


There  arc,  however,  many  landlords  who  would  put  their 
property  into  sound  condition  if  they  could  sec  some  prospect 
of  regaining  some  cf  their  outlay.  At  present  much  property 
is  depreciating  Quicker  than  it  is  being  maintained.

i  any 


old  type  houses  properly  repaired  and  supervised  would  have  a 
good  life  yet  for.  many  years.  In  many  cases  working  class 
people  arc  quite  happy  in  this  type  of  property  providing  they 
arc  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  In  working  through  the 
district  many  tenants  of  these  types  of  houses  have  expressed 
the  opinion  that  providing  the  houses  arc  retained  dry  and  in 
good  repair  they  do  not  want  to  move  into  new  houses.  They 
would  miss  their  neighbours  of  many  years  standing  and  in 
certain  areas  of  the  town  many  arc  very  proud  of  thoir 
particular  area  and  woo  betide  any  who  criticise  it  adversely. 
If  some  of  these  houses  could  be  improved  by  modern  amenities 
such  as  baths,  hot  water  and  electric  light  they  would  answer 
for  many  years.  Gardens,  etc.  are  not  wanted  by  everybody 
and  many  a-  householder  after  a  hard  dayTs  work  doos  not  desire 
to  maintain  a  garden.  Some,  on  the  other  hand  would  give 
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anything  for  a  docent  garden  to  their  houses.

Five  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  and  not  being 
repairable  at  reasonable  cost,  were  dealt  with  under  Section 
11  of  the  Housing  Act.  Unfortunately  no  houses  have  been 
available  for  rehousing  tho  tenants  and  thus  demolition  has 
not  yet  been  carried  out. 

Four  more  houses  wore  reconditioned  after  damage 
by  subsidence,  The  now  Coal  Mining  Subsidence  Act  appears 
to  work  fairly  well,  although  one  of  its  main  faults  is  that 

the  damage  must  actually  occur  before  claim  is  made.  Adequate 
shoring  of  door  and  window  vi pollings  whilst  movement  is  taking 

place  would  in  many  cases  save  subsequent  damage,  -particularly 
to  window  and  door  frames,  not  easily,  repaired  these  days. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Tho  whole  of  the  water  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk 
from  Wakefield  Corporation.  It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
by  the  supplying  authority.

There  arc  only  two  houses  in  the  district  not  on 
piped  supply.  They  draw  their  supplies  from  two  shallow  wells. 
Those  supplies  are  unsatisfactory  and  the  tenants  have  again 
been  warned  to  boil  the  water  before  use.  Three  of  the  Canal 
Im>ck  houses  are  supplied  by  stand  pipes.  Fo  complaints 
concerning  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  were  received. 


8  complaints  wore  received  concerning  inadequate 
supply  of  water. 

32  bacteriological  water  samples  were  taken  and  4 

chemical  water  samples. . . The  samples  showed  an  excellent 

water  both  from  a  bacteriological  and  chemical  viewpoint. 

One  bacteriological  sample  showed  a  very  small  .count  probably 
due  to  defective  tap  -  subsequent  samples  taken  were  negative. 

Swimming  Bath. 

26  bacteriological  samples  cf  swimming  bath  water  were 
taken.  25  samples  were  satisfactory,  one  sample  showed  a 
very  small  count  but  follow-up  samples  were  negative.  The 
bath  was  well  conducted  at  all  times. 


HOUSE  A1TD  TRADE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  ATT  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  carry  out  all  refuse  collection  and 
disposal.  Hour  Karri  or  "Bantam"  lorries  of  7  cub. yd. 
capacity  arc  used,  throe  being  in  regular  service,  one  acting 
as  spare  lorry.  These  have  been  maintained  satisfactorily 
along  with  the  Highways  lorries  by  the  Council’s  own  mechanic. 

The  Cleansing  Staff  comprises  three  drivers,  twelve 
ashmen,  one  tipman  and  one  paper  baling  man.  .  Collections 
throughout  the  year  arc  weekly  although  at  holiday  '  times 
and  winter  times  this  time  may  be  extended  to  nine  or  ten  days. 
There  has  boon  no  breakdown  in  collection  throughout  the  year. 
The  Department  emptied  over  6,000  bins,  6  privy  middens  and 
18  bucket  latrines  weekly.  The  conversion  of  the  last  seven 
ashpits  in  the  old  Formant on  district  have  been  completed 
during  the  year,  some  54  bins  being  provided  in  lieu  of  same. 

The  Department  makes  a  separate  collection  of  waste  paper  from 
shops  once  weekly.  The  Government  Order  banning  the  galvanisin 
of  bins  has  been  rather  a  blow  as  this  will  shorten  their  life 
and  they  arc  difficult  enough  to  obtain  now  due  to  varying 
Court  decisions  and  price.  Other  methods  of  weather-proofing 
the  steel  arc'  being  used  but  only  time  will  .tell  if  these 
will  be  as  durable  as  galvanised  ones.

The  Council  acquired  by .compulsory  purchase  a  quarry 
in  Snyd ale  Read  for  the  purpose  of  tipping.  This  was  obtained 
after  a  Public  Inquiry  conducted  by  Mr.  J.  Sumner  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  4th  April,  1951. 

He  major  objections  were  raised  the  Order  being  made  and.  the 
quarry  acquired  on  the  29th  May,  1951.  '  This  is  a  largo  hole 

and  should  provide  tipping  for  several  years.  It  is  central 
and  easily  accessible.  At  present  it  is  dangerous  but  when 
filled  in  should  make* a  good  playing  field  or  be  used  again  for 
agriculture.  This  is  a  typo  of  salvage  often  overlooked  in 
Refuse  Disposal,  that  of  the  salvage  of  derelict  land  by  tipping. 

Tipping  has  been  carrl  ed-eut-at  ■  the  Mood  house  .Tip, 
EjLrkrs  Brickyard  Clayhole,  where  a  new  tub-road  to  the  base  of 
the  clayhole  .was  formed,  the  tip  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall, 
where  useful  yard  space  has  been  formed,  end  the  Pox  Tip, 

Altofts.  The  Altofts  refuse  was  tipped,  at  the  letter  tip  and 
the  remaining  refuse  from  the  other  Wards  at  the  former  tips. 
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The  tips  wore  maintained  in  a  tidy  condition,  tipping  being 
dene  in  layers  cf  6T0TT  feet*  I  would  like  to  see  in  the 
future  the  Council  acquire  a  small  Calf  Dozer  or  Chasesidc 
Shovel  to  be  used  on  the  tip  to  thoroughly  seal  off  and  cover 
the  exposed  surfaces  with  soil  or  dead  tip  material.  Such  a 
machine  could  also  be  used  for  many  purposes,  loading  wagons  with 
ashes,  earth,  etc. 


The  men  were  again  supplied  with  protective  clothing 
comprising  two  sets  cf  boiler  suit  pattern  overalls,  one  pair 
of  armoured  gloves  and  the  ashmen  one  pair  of  cyoshiolds  per  year. 

Salvage* 

Salvage  reached  a  new  record  in  the  year.  The  bonus 
scheme  proved  a  great  incentive  as  seen  by  the  figures.  The 
scheme  worked  as  follows:-  for  tho  first  twenty  tons  of  salvage 
in  each  quarter  the  revenue  was  rcc  ived  by  the  Council,  for  all 
paper  salvage  above  that  amount  the  men  received  50$  of  the  income 
the  Council  receiving  the  other  50$.  The  scheme  was  also 
*..x tended  to  rags,  rugs  and  carpets,  etc.  In  the  ease  of  rags 
the  basic  amount  was  16  cwts  per  quarter  and  in  rugs  and  carpets 
5  cwts  per  quarter  which  were  higher  amounts  than-  any  previously 
sold. 


In  the  ease  of  waste  paper  there  were  price  increases 
from  £7  per  ton  to  £10-10-0  per  ten  on  January  22nd,  to  £16  per 
ton  on  June  12th.  Newsprint,  books  and  magazines  were  baled 
separately  and  made  even  higher  prices. 

The  Council  acquired  and  put  into  operation  an  electric; 
baling  machine  at  a  cost  of  £266-9-6  fitted,  this  included  also 
the  installation  cf  two  electric  lights  in  the  shed.  The 
machine  commenced  baling  on  November  12th  and  scon  proved  its 
wortfc,  one  man  doing  easily  the  work  formerly  carried  out  by 
two,  baling  on  average  almost  1  ton  per  day.  The  machine  should 
pay  for  itself  in  less  than  twelve  months.  The  old  wooden  shed 
used  fer  the  purpose  of  baling  paper  has  become  dilapidated  and 
unsafe,  the. Ccuncil  approved  the  prevision  of  a  now  permanent 
building  to  be  constructed  during  1952. 


The  Department  has  tried  many  typos  cf  publicity  in 
most  eases  provided  free  by  Thames  Board  Mills  with  whom  the 
Council  have  a  contract  to  ‘take  the  total  waste  paper  output. 


This  has  included  the  posting  of  some  250  posters 
throughout  the  town,  by  the  issue  of  2,500  bookmarks  in  the 


Public  Library,  by  notices  attached  to  dustbins, 
on  one  lorry,  b y  adverts  in  the  local  "Advertise 
and  two  films  kindly  shown  by  two  local  cinemas, 
inserted  with  rates  demand  notes.  Towards  the 


by  slogan 
rTT,  by  slides 
and  by  slips 
end  cf  the  year 
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most  of  the  town  was  covered  by  a  personal  door  to  door 
canvas  by  one  of  the  workmen.  It  was  remarkable  to  find 
during  this  canvas  that  in  spite  of  the  above  publicity  many 
householders  told  the  canvasser  they  did  not  realise  the 
Council ^ collected  salvage.  It  is  felt  this  door  to  door 
canvassing  is  the  most  effective  method  of  approach. 

The  increase  in  salvage  has  helped  in  no  mean  way  te 
keep  the  total  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  costs  down  as 
there  have  been  appreciable  increases  due  to  wage  increases, 
haulage  costs,  etc.  There  are  no  more  men  engaged  in  the 
Department  than  in  previous  years  yet  labour  costs  have  risen 
from  £2851-15-0  per  annum  in  1941  to  £4450  por  annum  in  1951,  and 
haulage  costs  from  £1651-5-0  per  annum  to  £2470  per  annum.

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All  the.  refuse  lorries  have  been  fitted  at  the  rear 
with  metal  frames  made  by  the  Councils  mechanic  to  my  design 
and  fitted  with  three  large  canvas  bags  for  carrying  paper. 

These  have  proved  a  success  and  are  far  cheaper  and  better  than 
trailers  in  some  of  the  narrow  streets  of  the  district.  "  The 
sight  of  them  on  the  lorries  has  helped  to  stimulate  waste 
paper  collection  as  the  public  realise  that  salvageable  materials 
are  being  kept  separate  from  the  other  refuse.  Apart  from  the 
revenue,  from  salvage  the  town. is  making  a  good  contribution 
to  the  National  Effort.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  prices  for 
salvaged  materials -  do  no t“~ suddenly  drop  as  they  did  in  1950. 
.Steady  prices  over  a  long  period  would  greatly  assist  all  local 
authorities  in  future  estimates.  It  is  felt  that  salvage  has 
come  to  stay  and  that  the  demand  will  be  there  for  many  years. 
Previously  groat  quantities  of  usoful  material  were  lost  when 
the  whole  quantity  of  refuse  Including  paper  was  tipped  and 
not  reclaimed. 

The  Council  entered  a  National  Competition  for  waste 
Paper  collection  sponsored  by  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery 
Association.  Our  figures,  however,  are  low  per  1,000  of 

population  for  all  towns  although  compare  very  favourably  with 
other  mining  areas. 


POOP  AFP  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  shops  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act.  278  visits  were 
made  to  some  211  premises.  In  a  few  cases  reports  have  been 
made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  where  shopkeepers  have 
still  not  complied  with  the  requirement  to  provide  hot  and 
cold  water  supply.  The  method  adopted  by  the  Committee  has 
been  to  agree  to  take  Court  Action  failing  compliance  with  a 
letter  within  a  period  of  time.  This  use  of  an  informal, 
formal  notice  if  such  could  be  so  called,  has  had  the  required 
effect  in  most  cases! 

Most  shopkeepers  have  been  most  helpful  and  done  their 
utmost  to  improve  conditions.

This  year  has  seen  a  decided  increase  in  the  use  of 
the  open  market.  Greengrocery  is  the  commonest  commodity  sold 
but  biscuits,  brandy  snap  and  fish  are  also  regularly  on  sale. 
Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  and  the  standards  maintained 
are  good. 

There  was  no  legal  action  taken  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  or  the  new  Food  Byelaws. 


MEAT  AHD  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

.  All  slaughtering . has  been  carried  out  at  the  Government 

Controlled  Slaughterhouse  in  King  Edward  Street.  Some 
improvement  in  the  premises  has  again  been  made.  A  former 
garage  has-  been  converted  to  an  inspection  room  and  place  for 
hanging  offals.  This  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  offal  and  has  made  inspection  much  better,  as  better 
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light  is  now  available.  The  premise  is  still  too  small  for 
the  peak  hilling  period.  The  Ministry  have  co-operated  well 
in  making  improvements  ashed  for  but  the  automatic  switch  for 
the  sewage  pump  is  still  outstanding. 

Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Ministry  to  Local 
Authorities  during  the  year  to  draw  out  schemes  for  future' 
slaughterhouses  to  be  under  their  control.  I  would  suggest 
the  Council  give  this  matter  serious  attention,  that  is  the 
provision  of  their  own  slaughterhouse. 

Centralised  slaughtering  again  ensured  that  all 
animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  before  distribution  to  the 
shops.

The  general  quality  of  animals  throughout  the  year 
has  been  good,  very  few  "rejects"  being  received.  The  percentage 
of  tuberculosis  has  lowered  mainly  due  ..to. ,  a  smaller  percentage 
of  cows  being  hilled.  Pigs  have  shown  a  very  low  incidence 
of  tuberculosis.  This  may  be  due  to  the  majority  being  kept  by 
small  pig  keepers  and  not  being  milk  fed  as  farm  pigs. 

All  beef  carcases  and  offals  have  been  inspected  for 
cysticercus  bovis  as  recommended  in  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
Circular  M.P.  5/48.  During  the  year  6  carcases  were  found  to  be 
infected  (0*58^b  of  the  total  slaughtered).  In  each  case  the 
cysts  we re  confined  to  the  internal  and  external  masseter  muscles. 
Mo  generalised  condition  was  found.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supply  has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level, 
no  serious  trouble  being  found.  All  the  milk  is  bottled  and 
■aBl  milk  now  sold  is  designated  milk,  either  Pasteurised, 
Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested,  or  Sterilised. 

During  the  summer  trouble  was  experienced  due  to  milk 
souring  quickly.  This  was  found  to  be  due  mainly  to  certain 
producers  not  cooling  their  milk.  .  The  offenders  were  located 
and  agreed  to  carry  out  cooling.

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  samples  of  raw  milk  taken 
before  pasteurisation,  two  were  found  to  be  tuberculous.  The 
finding  of  these  strengthens  the  case  for  pasteurisation  or  for 
tuberculin  tested  milk. 
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CONTROL  PIT  ICE  CREAM. 

There  are  three  registered  premises  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream,  two  for  the  Hot  Mix  and  one  for  Cold  Mix  process. 

34  shops  are  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of 
ice  cream.  All  have  refrigerators  and  conform  fully  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

The  Code  of  Practice  established  in  1949  was  reasonably 
well  carried  out  although  improvement  could  be  made.  The 
temporary  types  of  hot  water  storage  are  not  at  all  satisfactory 
and  in  many  cases  salesman  fail  to  use  the  facilities  as  they 
should  be  used.  Very  little  loose  ice  cream  is  sold  from  carts, 
etc.  being  mainly  prepacked.  It  is  a  pity  that  it  is  not 
compulsory  for  all  ice  cream  to  be  prepacked.

Samples  were  taken  on  several  occasions  on  Sundays 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield.  They 

have  provided  excellent  service  throughout  the  year  and  always 
willingly  given  advice  ..and  co-operation  as  requested.

The  analysis  of  samples  shows  an  improvement  on 
previous  years  although  in  spite  of  advice,  threats  and  constant 
supervision  certain  manufacturers  still  produce  Grade  4  samples. 
The  type  of  practice  returning  bad  samples  is  as  follows. 

One  manufacturer  whilst  being  watched  by  an  Inspector  thoroughly 
pasteurised  his  mix,  adequately  coo.led  it,  then  caught  it 
running  from  his  cooler  in  an  unsterile,  unwashed  container, 
this  after  long  talks  and  instruction  given  by  the  Inspector. 

The  production  of  perfect  high  grade  ice  cream  is  a  fine  art 
and  must  be  thoroughly  understood  by  all  manufacturers.  With 
the  older  firms  in  some  cases  it  is  most  difficult  to  convince 
them  of  the  possible  dangers  due  to  their  products  not  being 
to  standard.  Constant  advice,  instruction  and  supervision 
and  patience  appears  to  be  the  'Only  real  answer  to  such  producers. 

hr.  Lane  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  his 
Technical  Assistant  visited  at  my  request  the  above  mentioned 
producer  and  proved  to  him  beyond  doubt  by  samples  taken  where 
he  was  failing  in  his  process. 

LISIITEESTATIOH. 

14  premises  were  disinfested  for  bugs,  4  for  cockroaches 
1  for  crickets  and  1  for  book  lice.  The  methods  of  treatment 
was  by  the  use  of  Gammexane  Smoke  Generators  and  5 fo  D»D.To 
Spray.  A  new  pressure  spray  acquired  proved  most  successful. 

93  free  issues  of  D.I.T.  and  Gammexane  powder  have 

been  made. 

Luring  the  summer  a  complaint  w as  received  that  one 
of  the  Council Ts  semi-detached  houses  was  infested  with  small 

insects.  On  inspection  it  was  found  that  all  rooms  were 
infested  although  the  house  next  door  was  apparently  clear. 

There  was  no  sign  of  any  damage  being  caused  and  the  use  of 
LoL.T.  and  Gammexane  powder  had  not  resulted  in  any  reduction  in 
the  numbers  of  insects.  A  sample  of  the  pests  were  sent  to 
the  Government  Pest  Infestation  Laboratory  and  their  report 
stated  that  the  insects  were  Book  Lice  (Psocids)  probably  due 
to  the  new  house  not  being  fully  dried  out,  also  that  they  would 
probably  disappear  as  soon  as  drying  out  was  completed. 

Lisinf est ation  with  formaldehyde  was  carried  out  and  no  further 
trouble  has  been  experienced. 


IHEECTIOUS  LIS EASE . 


60  visits  were  made  following  up  notifications, 
diseases  notified  were  as  follows: - 


The 
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Scarlet  Fever  -  36 

Diphtheria  -  1  (not  confirmed). 

There  were  no  notified  cases  of  Food  Poisoning. 
Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  spraying  the  rooms  with 
liquid  disinfectant.  In  all  cases  instructions  were  given  to 
the  householders  on  the  necessary  precautions  to  be  taken  and  a 
bottle  of  liquid  disinfectant  was  supplied. 

Few  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  the.  steam 
disinfection  of  bedding.  Castleford  U.D.C.  agreed  to  treat 
bedding  requiring  disinfection  and  accordingly  made  a  charge 
for  same.  The  Council  had  to  convey  the  bedding  to  and  from 
the  Castleford  disinfecting  station.  Some  difficulty  was  met 
with  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  as  no  suitable  wagon  or  van 
was  available  for  this  work.  The  Council  after  much  agitation 
even  approaching  the  Member  of  Parliament  did  finally  obtain 

delivery  of  a  new  van  which  along  with  other  duties  carried  out 
this  class  of  work. 

I  would  once  again  ask  the  Council  to  consider  the 
provision  of  their  own  disinfection  station.  I  know  there  is 
not  a  great  demand  in  normal  times  but  one  never  knows  when  a 
heavy  demand  may  occur  and  another  authority  may  not  be  too 
happy  to  take  large  quantities  of  infected  bedding. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADE  PREMISES, 

The  district  has  only  one  offensive  trade,  that  of 
Tripe  Boiler.  The  premise  is  situated  at  the  slaughterhouse. 

It  is  well  conducted  but  the  premise  itself  is  still 
unsatisfactory,  all  the  work  being  carried  out  in  one  room. 


OTHER  PUBLIC  HEALTH  MATTERS, 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  schools,  public  conveniences, 
public  houses,  clubs  and  cinemas,  etc.  All  drainage  work  for 
new  houses  was  supervised,  tested  and  passed. 

55  lengths  of  new  drainage  were  tested,  a  high  standard 
being  maintained. 

The  Council  had  to  bury  a  man  who  died  a  pauper,  on- 
March  11th  1951.  There  were  no  other  suitable  arrangements 
for  the  disposal  of  the  body.  The  funeral  and  burial  were 
carried  out  with  the  necessary  reverence,  the  body  being  interned 
in  Formant on  Churchyard,  in  a  common  grave. 
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SMOKE  NUISANCE, 

No  smoke  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  main  sources  of  rat  infestation  were  small  pig 
and  poultry  keepers,  again  mainly  due  to  careless  feeding,  bad 
pens  and  styes  and  accumulations  of  manure,  etc. 


Rodent  control  work  was  carried  out  at  22  business 
premises  in  most  cases  the  work  being  charged  against  the  owners.

the  register  is  the  outcome  of  a  meeting  with  ELM.  Factories . 

Inspector  who  decided  to  strike  off  several  small  businesses. 

24  are  factories  without  power  where  the  Council  are  responsible 
for  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation, 
lighting,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary  conveniences  and  for 
provision  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  46  are  factories  with 
power  administered  by  ELM.  Inspectors  with  the  Council  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire.  Three  new  Certificates  for  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  were  issued. 

21  inspections  were  made  under  this  Act.  Defects 
were  found  showing,  one  case  of  ineffective  drainage  of  floors, 
four  cases  of  unsuitable  or  defective  sanitary  conveniences, 

four  cases  for  lack  of  cleanliness,  one  case  of «no  separate  W.Cs 
for  sexes,  and  one  other  offence. 

The  list  of  Outworkers  shows  only  one  name. 


SHOPS. 

12  visits  were  made  under  the  Shop  Act  some  being  in 
connection  with  the  hours  of  closing  and  others  for  provision 
of  washing  facilities.  The  new  Shops  Act,  1950  helped  to 
simplify  this  type  of  work.  Ho  Closing  Order  was  made  for 
the  winter  months  November  1951  to  March  1952. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

11  premises  are  licensed  to  store  petroleum.  In 
every  case  the  petroleum  is  stored  in  underground  tanks.  The 
total  storage  capacity  ...of  the  tanks  is  13,100  gallons.  Ho 
notices  were  served  under  this  Act. 


RAG  FLOCK  AHD  OTHER  FILLING-  MATERIALS  ACT  AHD  REGULATIONS,  19  51. 

The  above  named  Act  and  Regulations  came  into  force 
on  November  1st  1951,  requiring,  the  licensing  of  premises  where 
rag  flock  is  manufactured  or  stored  for  distribution  to 
registered  premises,  and  the  registering  of  premises  where 
filling  materials  are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  bedding,  toys, 
articles  of  upholstery,  etc. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  area  where  licensing  is 
required  and  the  one  premise  requiring  registration  has  been 
registered. 
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Total  number  of  ‘visits  made  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Pag  flock  and  Other  Pilling  Materials  Act,  is  7.  Ho  samples 
were  submitted  for  a  cleanliness  test.
